El Paso, May I.—G en eral Pershing 
has started west from El Paso on an 
inspection tour of his border division 
of United States troops.

now places the h e a d q u a rte rs of six 
com m ands in this city. 


W ashington, May I.— S ecretary Bry­ 
an has received a com m unication from 
th e Brazilian m inister a t Mexico City, 
saying th a t conditions a re satisfactory 
th e re and th at no fu rth e r ill-treatm ent 
of A m ericans had been reported to 
him. 


W ashington, May I.— A nnouncem ent 
is m ade th a t H uerta consen ts to a ces­ 
sation of hostilities betw een himself 
and the U nited S tates pendirfg the me­ 
diation proceedings, but not between 
the federals and the C onstitutionalists. 
T he United States alread y had indi­

Persons here who profess to be fa­ 
m iliar with C arranza’s views contend 
th a t he will not con sent to a suspen 
sion of hostilities, a t least until Tam 
Pico is taken. 
IL was explained that 
C arran za is greatly in need of a port 
on the gulf coast of Mexico and that 
his forces will continue th e ir campaign 
until they have attained th a t end be­ 
fore listening to any suggestion of me­ 
diation with H uerta. 
T he i>ossession 
of such a port would be alm ost indis­ 
pensable to C arranza and his follow­ 
ers if any settlem en t of th e Mexican 
situation 
should 
be 
brought

which provided for th e separation of 
th e n o rth e rn from the so uthern part 
of the country under independent gov­ 
ern m en ts. 
Actual developm ents in the field in­ 
dicate th a t C arranza is now converg­ 
ing his forces upon T am pico in an ef­ 
fort to captu re th a t place as speedily 
as possible.

The (’o n -Titutionalists at 
Tam pico have fired upon an American 
m erch a n tm a n living the Cuban flag 
and have wounded her helm sm an.

th a t the W ard liner Antillo, flying the 
C uban flag, was stopped by the Con­ 
stitu tio n alists while she was passing 
up the 
river to the city and was 
forced to anchor in the vicinity of Ar- 
bul G rande. 
“ A pparently,” says the bulletin of 
the navy d ep artm en t,” “ it w*as neces­ 
sary to fire upon the boat before she 
stopped, as the Antillo r e i n e d lier 
helm sm an wounded and required med­ 
ical assistance. 
A dm iral Mayo sen t a 
l>oat w’ith his aide and m edical officer 
on board. 
L ater a num ber of foreign 
officers headed by Captain Douglas of 
the H erm ione called on the com m and­ 
er of the C onstitutionalists for an ex­ 
planation of the incident. 
Tho Con­ 
stitu tio n a list 
com m ander 
explained 
th a t they could not let the boat pro­ 
ceed to Tampico, as it w as necessary 
for them to stop all sto res from reach­ 
ing the federals and th a t they would 
be obliged to stop all m erch an t ves­ 
sels in the future.” 
A dm iral Mayo reported th a t shortly 
afte r this incident the Mexican federal 
gunboat Vera Cruz opened fire on the 
Constitutionalists, sta rtin g a blaze in 
two big oil lighters tied a t the VVaters- 
Pierce refinery pier.

Uh is fire the Antillo got u n d er way and 
proceeded up the river to Tampico.

his cotton which was confiscated from 
the S p an iards in the Laguna district 
of C oahulla 
Saltillo is th e next ob­ 
jective point and Villa intends to unite 
all factions in the rebel array by con­ 
ducting

Hi3 friends say

The bitt I es of Forbes and Walsen­ 
burg, which resulted in the killing of 
fourteen men. nine at Forbes and five 
at Walsenburg, ended, at least tem­ 
porarily, ten days of tragedies unpar­ 
alleled iii the west since the redskins 
and the whites battled for su, rem acy 
in the very mountains where capital 
and labor are now' struggling for m at­ 
te y. 
But the b a ttIe, which has cost near 
half a hundred lives, is not over. 
The 
federal 
troops 
may 
prevent actual 
bl a Hisio-rl, but unless their presence 
eventually settles the strike, there can 
be no peace, 
Tile strikers have wel­ 
comed the government’s fighters with 
open arms. 
They believe it means 
recognition of their union, yet they are 
not willing to take too long a chance. 
This is evident from their attitude In 
regard to the surrender of their arms. 
Major Holbrook, in charge of the 
troops from Fort Leavenworth, has 
not yet demanded that the strikers 
turn their arm s over to the govern­ 
ment soldiers, but such a demand is 
expected. 
In view of this fact. Wil­ 
liam Diamond, organizer of the I nited 
Mine Workers, in charge for Trinidad, 
stated their position would be mad*1 
known later. 
“The strikers will comply with every 
command of the federal authorities, 
he said, “provided we are insured that 
the mines are to be closed and that 
the federal troops are to remain in the 
field until this difficulty is settled.” 
A conference between the strikers 
chiefs and Major Holbrook was held 
at the la tte r’s suggestion. 
“Genera! 
John It. Brown, commandant of the 
strikers' camp at San Rafael Heights; 
Frank T. Miner, president of the Trin­ 
idad Trades Assembly, and Armando 
Pelizzari, chief of the Italians at the 
new tent colony, visited the troop 
train. 
Major Holbrook received them 
at once and the conference lasted 
about an hour. At its close Major Hol­ 
brook gave out a statem ent in which 
he expressed the belief that as a re­ 
sult satisfactory relations have been 
established and that acts of violence 
will at once cease and said that the 
strikers' expressed a willingness to 
give all the assistance in their power 
toward bringing about normal condi­ 
tions. 
The union men seemed well 
satisfied with the result of their talk. 


Army and Navy Need An Im­ 


mediate Appropriation. 


W ashington. May I,—Chairman Hay 
of the house committee on military af­ 
fairs, at the request of President Wil­ 
son, has introduced a resolution pro­ 
viding th at the appropriation of $100,- 
000,000 carried by the military hill im 
made available for expenditures at 
once instead of on July I, ms provided 
in the measure. 
In a letter to Chairman Hay th© 
president pointed out that as a result 
of the recent movement of troops the 
appropriation m ade for tile army for 
the current fiscal year was about ex­ 
hausted. 
He suggested the advisabili­ 
ty of passing a joint resolution placing 
the entire appropriation authorized by 
this y ea r’s bill at the disposal of the 
secretary of war at once In order that 
the necessity for deficiency appropria­ 
tions for the army might not arise. 
Chairman Hay promptly introduced a 
joint resolution in accordance with the 
president's 
wishes. 
The 
resolution 
probably will be passed without delay. 
It is probable that if the present naval 
m o v e m en ts continue, the secretary of 
the navy will ask that the total appro­ 
priation of the {lending naval bill be 
mad*' immediately available. 
Some or 
the funds iii that measure will be made 
available for immediate expenditure 
and all will be placed at the disposal 
of the govern m en t in this way it the 
president or Secretary Daniels gives 
the word.
